The Hollanders, &c, are inabled to Import Woven Silks into Ergland, becauſe they have 
Iteliar Silks 3o per Cent, and Twrkey filks 20 per Cent. cheaper than the Engliſh, according as 
was calculated by the printed *Price Currants in Holland ſome few Vionths pait, for (ſince the 
petitioning this Parlzamezt to be relieved) the prizes of filk hath Icfſ-n'd in England and (as 
the Tyrkey Merchants ſay) hath increaſed beyond the teas, and will no doubt rife higher daon 
ceer if this preſent Bill miſcarry. 

The fine thin Woven filks fully manufattar'd, are not lefs worth than 3 1. 105. per /. weight 
ſo that the real Duty or Cuſtom paid for them is not 10 per Cert. tho' 179 per Cent, is account- 
cd at.go x. per poxnd according to the Book of Rates. Such filks are Sarcencts, Alamoades, 
Luſirings, &c. and were heretofore made only in France, but a great ManufaQure of them 
are ſet up in Holland, and vaſt quantities of them are from thence imported, as appears by 
the aboveſaid Entriesz and for what Reaſon theſe Gentlemen wonld prevent the Manufattur- 
ing thereof here is to be admired, for if the Throwing (ilk in Ho!/azd beſuch a Dutch Inte- 
reſt, (and which we do not defire) is not the further Dying, Winding, Weaving, (with 
all its Appurtenances) Dreſling and Sale thereof, a Dutch Intereſt with a Witnels, 1s humbly 
lubmitted, 

The Importation of Woven Silks as aforeſaid leſſens the Conſumprion of Turkey and [taliar 
Silk, and conſequently Ezgliſh Wooll, the Clothier will be dammaged, and the Silk Manuta- 
cture Totally loft to this Nation. For the Turkey Merchant and i hrowers have been evt- 
dently relieved by the Prohibition of Turkey and India Silk, Thrown in Ho/{-4 and Im- 
ported hither, which Silks (in caſe the preſcnt Bill paſs imo a Law) will remain Probt- 
bited, 

If the Txrkey Merchant or Thrower (who attended the Committee to whom the Bill was 
referred) had thought fit to have offered Clauſes about the Ons *Probandi, or any other 
matter that they thought was defeQive in the Bill, no queſtion but that the ſaid Committee 
would gladly have accepted of ſuch their Afliſtance, but it is likewiſe humbly ſubmitred 
whether all Reaſonable Offers were not omitted with a deſign to puzzle and perplex the 
Matter, thereby to deſtroy the Bill, 

Letters from beyond the Seas, that came the 3oth. of December 1692. do 
Give account, That the French King hath made anEdi, That his Subjects 
thall take all Neutral Ships that have any of his Enemies Goods therein ; 
{hat the Berkley Caſtle is loſt, which was the only Engliſþ Ship that would 
bring fine Silk before the Return of the Convoy not yet depa rted for 1 urkey ; 
and that the San#a Chiaria, (the only Geneeſe Ship that brings fine Silks, )depar- 
ted without Company, and 1s in great danger not only from the French, but 
:1io from the Algerines, who have above Twenty Men of War in the Streights, 
in ſeveral Companies, one Party of them having lately met off Malaga, a Po» 
lander and a Dane, both Ships of Force, and burnt one and ſunk the other : So 
that if any Accident befal the ſaid Genoeſe Ship,(which God forbid, ) the Suk 
Manufacture muſt neceſlarily be loſt to this Nation, there being not at this 


time ſufficient Quantities of fine Italian Silks ro ſupply the I rade for Three 
Months, and the Manufacturers of Silk muſt go beyond the Seas for 


Employment. 
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
